‘Sinn Fein Leader Tenders 
Proof to Newspaper Cor-

Dublin, October 1.—(By the As- 
sociated . Press.) — Sensational 
charges that the governmene itself 


wag responsible for reprisals in 
Ireland and that a certain number 
of. Sinn Fein leaders were marked 
for assassination, were made today 
by Arthur Griffith, founder of the 
mnn Fein organization, who said he 
was first on the NMst of intended 
victims. 

Mr. Griffith, to support his state- 
ment, exhibited to the group of 
‘American, English and continental 
newspapermen-to wtiOm he made a 
long statement prefering the charges 
alleged official documents secured 
by Sinn Fein agents. Among these 
papers was an official permit al- 
leged to have been signed by Gen- 
eral Sir Nevil MacReady, military 
commander of Ireland. It was 
made out to a man n amed Hardy, 
who has had a life-long aareer of 
forgery and imprisonment, and 
who is, alleged to have been re- 
leased prematurely from: prison on 
a ticket of leave signed by Ian 
MacPherson, as chief secretary for 

feland, permitting him to move 
babout freely in Ireland unhampered 
by police surveillance, in the role, 
as Mr. Griffith asserted, of govern- 
ment spy. 

_it is pointed out that if the docu- 
g@ments are authentic Mr. Griffith ts 
liable to arrest under the defense 
of the realm act and under the new 
restoration of order act, for having 
then ine possession and particu- 
larly a military order relating to 
a movement of troops not yet car- 
ried out. Similarly, it is said, that 
every newspaper corresepondent 
transmitting such an order, or the 
_gpubstance of it, and editors of 
British newspapers reproducing it, 
likewise are subject to arrest. 


BRITISH CABINET 
RESOLVED TO STICK 


TO IRISH POLICY

London, October 1.—In the face of 
the bitterest criticism ever leveled 
at the government in its handling 
of the Irish situation, resultng from 
the black and tan reprisals in south- 
4ern Treland, ¢he cabinet has decided 
to stick to fts policy, and Friday 
night put its official stamp of ap- 
proval upon the fron rule of Sir 
Hamar Greenwood and General Sir 
Neville MacReady, military com- 
mander over the island. 

Contrary to every prediction, 
there was no division of opinion 
among cabinet members when the 
matter was determined at Friday’s 
session. The government, it was 
announced, was unahimous in the

Governor Opens r Opens the Way 
for Organization of the 


Workmen’s 
tion Board Friday Night. 


Governor Hugh M. Dorsey open- 
ed the way for the organization of 
the workmen’s compensation boar4 
Friday night when he announced 
the appointment of W. P. Raoul, of 
Atlanta, as representative of em- 
ployees, and Gordon Saussy, of Sa- 
Vannah. as representative of em- 
ployers, the other two members be- 
ing H. M. Stanley,\commissioner of 
commerce and labor, and R. A. Den- 
ny, attorney general. 

Under the Bowden act of the last 
session of the state legislature, the 
workmen's cempensation board was 
created, and’ it was provided that 
it should be orgapized October 1 to 
begin functioning six months later. 
The two committeemen are each to 
receive a salary of $4,000 a year 
and expenses, Mr. Raoul to serve 
two years and Mr. Saussy four. 

The purpose of the board is to 
hear all applications for compensa- 
tion for injuties received in indus- 
trial accidentg, and make awards 
according to ‘a scale of benefits 
fixed under the law.

MacSwiney, However, Is 
Admittedly Very Much 
Weaker and One Report 
Says That He Is Un- 
conscious. 


NO FOOD GIVEN MAYOR, 
ACCORDING TO DOCTOR 


Sir Norman Moore Cer- 
tain MacSwiney Is Not 
Being Nourished— He 
Cannot Understand How 
the Mayor Lives. 


London, October 1.—A bulletin is- 
sued by the Irish Self-Determina- 
tion league at 8 o’clock tonight said 
that Lord Mayor MacSwiney was 
much weaker: and in considerable 
pain. His wife, who had not visited 
him for two days because of her in- 
disposition, found him much wast- 
ed, the hulletin said. There was a 
report that the mayor had com- 
pletely collapsed and lapsed into 
unconsciousness. 

This was the fiftieth day of Mayor 
MacSwiney’s hunger strike. He 
slept a lictle befere midnight, but 
not after that hour. said a bulletin 
issued by the Irish Self-Determina- 
tion league this forenoon, and dur- 
ing the morning was suffering se- 
vere pain in his arms and back. 

Sister Appeals to Bishops. 

Miss Mary MacSwiney sent a 
letter to Cardinal Bourne, arch- 
bishop of Westminster, asking 
him to call together the bishops in 
England to condemn the action of 
the government in their attitude 
toward per brother and his com- 
rades in the Cork jail, and, “in the 
name of Christianity, demand their 
instant release.” 

Miss MacSwiney also sent a let- 
ter to the archibshop of Canterbury 
couched in sfmilar strain. 

In Yeply to a question concern- 
ing Lord Mayor MacSwiney, Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Ireland, said: 

“The government’s decision § re- 
garding MacSwiney and his col- 
leagues, taken six weeks ago, is.ir- 


revocable—irrevocable.” | 


Mayer Not Being Fed. 

Annie’ MacSwiney, sister of the: 
bunger-striking lord mayor of Cork.” 
told the Associated Press today that 
Sir Nornian Moore, a*noted special- 
ist who visited her \brothér recent- 
ly in Brixton prisoh, told. her aft- 
er ah examination he made into 
the mayor’s condition, that he was 
ceftain MacSwiney was receiving 
no nourishment. 

“We wanted someone who was 
éntirely free from the home office 
or other governmental connections 
t® make ‘a ‘thorough, impartial ex- 
amination,” said Miss MacSwiney. 
“Sir Norman was recommended as 
one of the best authorities available. 
‘He made an analysis of all medi- 
cines administered to’ my brother 
from time to time to allay severe 
headaches and other local pains; he 
inspected .oils.and other prepara- 
tions used in massaging his limbs 
to prevent bed sores and other skin 
troubles ‘and made a minute exam- 
ination of his heart and lungs. 

“The physician. questioned’ the 
prisoner, his nurses and attendants 
and at the conclusion of his ex: | 
amination said it was certain my 
-rother was receiving no nourish- 
ment in. any form. 

Deesn't Seem to Be Dying. 

“‘T cannot understand how he 
lives~despite his long abstinence 
from food he does not appear to be 
a dying man; in fact, I do not con- 
sider him in immediate danger of 
¢eath,’ Sir Norman told us. He ex- 
pressed the belief that either of 
three things would be most: likely 
to eventually bring death—a cloz 
of blood on the brain or heart, due 
to sluggish circulation; rupture of 


the lung due to its weakened state 
since his severe attack of pleurisy 
several years ago, or heart failure 
during sleep when his vitality is at 
its lowest. That’s what Sir Nor- 
man said, but somehow, I do not 
believe there will be any cause. We 
have every faith that my brother is 
destined to live 

Sir Norman Moore left for the 
country immediately after his visit 
to Brixton prison. He returned tec 
London this afternoon, but refused 
to be drawn into a discussion on any 
phase of the case, saying profession- 
al ethics forbade him to do so.

Riga, October 1.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—The United States 
destroyer Kane «struck a mine as she 
was entering Riga bay this after- 
noon, according to a wireless mes- 
sage. 


The United States torpedo boat 
destroyer Brooks sent a wireless dis- 
patch to the Kane, offering assist- 
ance, but the Kane repiled: 

“Thanks need no assistance.” 

Early reports said the Kane had 
hit a mine at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, 15 miles northeast of Win- 
dau and about two miles off the 
coast; that her starboard engines 
had been damaged, but that she 
would be able to proceed with her 
port engimes. 

The Brooks rushed out from Riga 
to the assistance of the Kane, 
while the torpedo boat destroyer 
ready for any 
emergency in Riga harbor.. 

The Kane is exepcted to arrive in 
Riga tomorrow morning. The mes- 
sage received from her thus far 
does not mention ary casualties.

Tulsa, Okla., October 1.—Okla« 
homa today gave Governor Cox a 
reception riv&lling in enthusiasm 
any reception of the democratic 
presidential candidate’s western 
trip, which closes tomorrow, ore 
month from election day, after cov- 
ering more than ten thousand miles 
in twenty-two states. The governor's 
speeches already have passed the 
200 mark. 

Headed by the league of nations, 
democratic doctrines were preached 
by Governor Cox to ten Oklahoma 
audiences, which roared their ap- 
proval, Cheering crowds, waving 
banners, brass band parades and 
jammed auditoriums marked the 
gOvernor’s tour today through the 
state, closing here tonight with a 
torchlight parade, fireworks and a 
rousing meeting at Convention hall. 
Accompanying the candidate were 
three special cars of Oklahomans, 
including Governor Robertson, spon- 
sor at many audiences; Scott Fer- 
ris, democratic candidate for sen- 
ator, and mahy other party candi- 
$otee. and notables, including a

Secretary of State S. Guyt .Me- 
Lendon discovered two weeks ago 
the error of the subcommittee in 
fixing the date of state convention 
too late for the governor and ordi- 
naries to comply with the law, and 
thea committee had been expected to 
make the necessary change so that 
the names of the democratic nomi- 
nees might be placed on the blanks, 
but no action has been taken as 
yet. 

Governor Writes Letter. 

With the second primary set for 
next Wednesday and only a short 
time’ intetvening between that dafe | 
and the national election, the gov- 
ernor wrote J. J. Flynt, chairman 
of the executive committee, and Hi- 
ram L. Gardnér, secretary, Friday 
night, suggesting the change. ' The 
governor's letter is as follows: 

“IT understand that the state ex- 

ecutive committee has fixed Oc- 
‘tober 25 as the date on whieh the 
biennial convention of the demo- 
cratic party is to be held, at which 
convention the presidential elec- 
tors will be selected and the re- 
sults of the two primaries an- 
nounced. 
. “As you gentlemen know, the law 
requires the governor to have the 
proper blanks printed, and as far 
as practicable have the names of the 
several candidates inserted therein, 
and shall furnish these blanks to 
the several candidates inserted 
therein, and shall furnish these 
blanks to the several ordinaries in 
time for the ordinaries to get them 
into the hands of the justices of- 
peace and notaries public, at least 
ten days before the election day. 


Have Furnished Hemes. 


“The republican and progressive 
parties have already furnished the 
executive department with the 
names of.their nominees and if we 
do not receive the nominees of the 
democrtaic party until after the date 
pos- 
sible to have these blanks prepared, 
printed and forwarded to the sev- 
eral ordinaries in time for these of- 
ficers to comply with the law. - 

“It appears to me that the returns 
from the run-over primary for gov- 
ernor should be consolidated not 
later than Oetober 15. If this is 
done, is it not possible to fix the 
date for the convention not later 
than Oé¢tober 15 or 16, in order that 
this department as well as the sev- 
eral ordinaries can comply with the 
law with reference to furnishing 
thesé blanks?’

Cox Attacked in New Way. 

With the league predominant, 
Governor. Cox’g addresses were re- 
plete With discussions of agricul- 
tural questions of special local in- 
terest through the cotton, wheat 
and oil belts through which he 
travelled. He also continued de- 
nunciation of “the senatorial oli- 
garchy.” especially Senator Lodge, 
of MasSachusetts. 

A new form of attack was en- 
countered by the governor. at 
Chandler, from which a sheaf of 
telegrams signed by various: names 
had been sent him ahead He ask- 
ed his audience about the telegrams, 
mostly containing questions on the 
league, and sOme were declared 
fictitious, and others unauthorized. 

The affair, Governor Cox declar- 
ed, disclosed “tricks of politictans 
—skull-duggery.” 

“They won't fight on the level,” 
he said, reiterating his charges that 
republican “scouts” had preceded 
him in a campaign of newspaper 
silence, misreprgsentation and em- 
barras8ment. “But I’m going to 
continue fighting on the level and 
I'm going to give them a good 
licking.” 

“Scouts” of HaytSeored. 

A new charge regarding alleged 
“scouts” of Chairman Hays, of the 
Prepublican national committee, was 
made by Governor Cox at Sapulpa, 
where he spoke from an electric- 
lighted stand to a large crowd on 
the railroad station lawn. The gov- 
ernor charged that “thousands:-and 
thousands” of republican agents 
were posing as democrats and tell- 
ing Persons whom they met that 
they wanted no more democratic 
rule. 

“These scouts,” the governor said, 
“have been traveling everywhere. I 
don’t know how many men Will 
Hays has employed. You 
them in sleeping cars. smoking 25- 
cent cigars for the first time in their 
lives. Their poUcy is to get into 
conversation with passengers. They 
will Say: ‘How’s the election go- 
ing?’ ‘Well,’ the-scout says, ‘I have 
been a democrat for twenty years, 
but no more of it for me. I’m 
done.’ 

“There are thousands and thou- 
sands of that kind of scouts travel- 
ing all over the United States. and 
big business is| paying the bill.” 

Referring to the telegrams sent 
him from Chandler, the governor 
said that one, asking a question on 
intricate international law, it /de- 
veloped, purported to have been 
sent by a colored laundress. 

“This,” he said, referring to the 
new bombardment of telegrams, “is 
one of the outgrowths of the Napo- 
leonic mind of Will Hays. a

“I will make the prediction,” he 
said, “that certain groups are go-

Washington, October 1.—Senator 
Borah has withdrawn his active 
support of Senator . Harding and 
will make no more speeches in be- 
half of the candidate. Borah is the 
leader. of the irreconcilable group 
of republican senators who favored 
complete rejection of the league of 
nations. 

Senator Johnson is expected to 
follow the lead of Borah. A vir- 
tual agreement between the two 
has been reached, it Is understood. 
Borah and others of the irreconsila- 
bles are displeased with the atti- 
tude of Harding on the league of 
nations. They want him to state 
definitely that he is opposed to 
the formation of a league or as- 
sociation of nations of any kind. 
Statements ~~ that the ‘Wilson 
league” is considered unsatisfac- 
tory do not satisfy them. 

Borah has .informed republican 
headquarters in both Chicago and 
New York that he will fill no more 
speaking dates for the, national 
party organization. He did not ex- 
plain his reasons. Senator New, in 
eharge of the speakers’ bureau in 
Chicago, called Borah on the tele- 
phone and endeavored to arrange 
further dates, but Borah stated his 


; Dildne* were indefinite. - - He declined , 


to go'on the stump.in Delaware, 
as requested by Senator Ball. 
To Aid “Bitter Enders.” 

Meantime Borah is to go to Con- 
necticut to make four speeches in 
behalf of Senator Brandegee, an- 
other irreconcilable, who is. having 
trouble to be re-elected, .and iv 
New Hampshire to make two 
speeches for Senator Moses. He will 
accept other dates to assist irre- 
concilables, and is . even consider- 
ing going to Tennessee to help 
Senator Shields, a democrat opposed 
to the treaty. 

The move of Borah is part of an 
agreement among the enemies of 
the treaty, seeking to force Har- 
ding into a more definite stand 
against any sort of a league and 
against the world court, as pro- 
posed by an international commit- 
te@ of jurists, among whom was 
Elihu Root, prominent republican. 
The irreconcilables have feared that 
the Root scheme might’be regarded 
with favor by Harding. 

It is not expected that either Bo- 
rah or: Johnson will openly attack 
Harding. or that their opposition

ODDS AGAINST GOV. COX

Reports Indicate That 
Governor’s Personal Ef- 
forts Are Becoming 
Vastly More Effective.

ecrats ha a somewhat  Obetter 
chance for carrying the senate and 
a considerably less chance of get- 
ting a majority in the next house, 

Th conclusion ts based upon 
scores of letters from politi¢al 
leaders of all faiths In every doubt- 
ful state, who have tendered ms 
their private opinions in confidence. 
It also is based upon interviews 
with representative business men 
and politicians in New York, Wash- 
ington and other eastern cenfers, 
who have made a practice of keep- 
ing in intimate touch with the situ- 
ation. 

“League to the Front. 

It has its further basis in the 
fact that with the defection of 
Borah, the pro-league republicans 
in the closing days of the campaign 
will hold the center of the Har- 
ding stage and may be expected, 
therefore, to shade down the leagife 
issue as between Cox and Harding, 
making it mo¥e difficult for the 
democrats to get a clean cut ref- 
erendum on this question, admitted- 
ly the source of their greatest hope. 

A strong pro-Cox newspaper, The 
New York Evening Post, says that 
if the election were held today, 
Harding “would score a. decisive 
victory.” In an , editorial to this 
effect Friday Th@ Post expressed 
the hope, frankly adhered to by 
democratic leaders, namely, that in 
the last month the democrats: will 
wage their battle strictly on the 
league.

HARDING SPEAKS. 


FOR MOTHERHOOD 


egation of Women—U.S. 
Welfare Bureau Urged. 


Marion, Ohio, October 1.—In a 
front porch speech today outlining 
his program of social justice, Sen- 
ator Harding described opfecneeres 
of law as a fundamental of social 
progress, regardless of the private 
opinions of exectutive officials, and 
particularly that “we must ,all con- 
demn without qualification the fail- 
ure to enforce prohibition.” 

A federal department of public 
welfare was advocated by the re- 
publican nominee, but he proclaimed 
his opposition to concentration of 
too much authority in Washington 
and asserted that there was grave 
danger in authorizing the federal 
government to “take from local 
communities all the burdens of so- 
cial conscience.” < 

The allusion to prohibition was 
the first to be made publicly by the 
candidate since his speech of accept- 
ance, and he did not follow it with 
a detailed discussion of the prohibi- 
tiom statutes. In addition to law en- 
forcement he spoke for industrial 
peace, protection of maternity, hu- 
mane regulation of labor conditions, 
promotion of public health aid to 
child welfare and the stabilization 
of employment as factors in social 
betterment. 

Women Cheered Harding. 

The speech was+ delivered to a 
delegation of women from many 
parts of the country and the senator 
took occasion to restate his opposit- 
tion to the Versailles covenant. 
Reading Article 10, he declared he 
was “not in favor of that dovenant.” 

The crowd which heard the candi- 
date and cheered him many times 
during his address was one of the 
largest of the front porch campaign. 

“The enforcement of the law Is 
an executive responsibility,” Sen 
ator Harding said, “and must be un 
dertaken by the executive without 
regard for his personal ap 
disapproval of the law wh 
been the people's will to en 
must have throughout the land a 
respect for law-abiding principies. 
We must all condemn withcut qual- 
ification the faiiure of prohibition, 
just as we must condemn the fail- 
ure of established authority to pre- 
vert outrages of violence, such as 
lynching.” 

Sketching his conception of the 


federal welfare department, he said 
it might well be formed in part by 
combining the various govern- 
mental bureaus now dealing with 
the different aspects of social wel- 
fare. He suggested that women 
should have an important part in 
the work of the department, and 
mentioned maternity . care, child 
welfare, public health, humane la- 
bor regulations and_ stability of 
employment as questions involved 
in social] betterment. 
Protection of Motherhood. 


“The protection of the mother- 
hood of America cannot be accom- 
plished,” he said, “until the state 
and the nation have enacted and, 
by their example, have enforced 
customs which protect*®* womanhood 
itself. I) know full well that there 
are women who insist that women 
shall be treated upon the same 
basis that men are treated. They 
would have a right to take this 
position in their own behalf, but I 
insist that all true Americans must 
insist that no woman speaks for 
herself alone. She is the possessor 
of our future, and, though she be- 
comes engaged in’ the tasks and 
we must 
preserve to her the right of whole- 
some maternity. 

“Twelve million women in the 
United States, 40 per cent of them 
15 and 20 years of age, are engaged 
in paid occupations, or professions. 
Such an army of potential mater- 
nity demands from America care- 
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ful and adequate protection in the 
conditions which surround their 
labor. Justice and American stand- 
ards demand that women who are 
employed should be paid a living 
wage. 

“One of the important organiza- 
ticns under a department of public 
welfare might well be the chil- 
dren's bureau which now exists, 
but whose work already proved so 
useful, must ba extended. 

“Next to maternity and _  child- 
hood, I believe @hat our attention 
must be centered upon our national 
health, We must attack, first. a 
low standard of health among chil- 
dren; secondly, the invasion of dis- 
eases which attend a low standard 
of morals, and, thirdly, the in- 
vasion of epidemics and the neglect 
of the chronic diseases of ma- 
turity. 


: Women and the League. 


In his discussion of the league 
during his speech to the women, the 
candidate said he was sure “that 
the mothers and wives of America 
do not wish to give their sons and 
husbands for sacrifice at the call 
of an extra-constitutional body like 
the council of the Paris league.” 
“You have heard. so much about 
Article 10, the ‘heart of the league’ 
that-1 wish to read it to you. You 
have also heard something about 
our failure to adopt it, breaking 
‘the heart of the world.” I am a 
pretty sympathetic man myself, but 
I went to tell you women of Amer- 
ica that I would rather break the 
heart of the world than destroy 
the soul of the United States. 

“I have a notion that most of 
you can understand the English 
language. You can understand Arti- 
cle 10, that is the heart of the 
league. That is the mortgage of 
American resources, man power and 
wealth—putting them at the com- 
mand of a council of foreign pow- 
ers, sitting around a table at the 
capital of the world in Geneva. And 
if anybody is in doubt about my 
position uderstand me now; I am 
not in favor of that covenant. 
“You note the contract. America 
is not a welcher. If you do go in 
and don’t keep your promises you 
hawe made it the colossal disap- 
pointment off all time: So I say to 
you women of America, let us in 
g00d conscience play our part, not 
only by example, but by helping 
the cause of humanity and forward- 
ing civilization, as we have done 
from the beginning of our repub- 
lic; but let.us hold to ourselves the 
right to determine what America’s 
obligation is to the rest of the 
world.”

t if Borah and perhaps later 
Senator Johnson, decline to make 
spgeche Harding from the. anti- 

ague basis, the Harding camp 
will be conspicuous for its pro- 
league utterances. It will take the 
position of favoring a league prop- 
erly safeguarded, but a league none 
the less. And the American people. 
already weary of technical discus- 
sion of the subject, mays fail to dis- 
tinguish between the two leagues 
advocated, thus robbing the demo- 
crats of the opportunity to make the 
issue clear cut. 

Cox Beginning to Gain, 

At the outset of the campaign it 
naturally appeared to all neutral 
observers that Cox had a very slim 
chance of election. The so-called 
“anti-Wilson sentiment” was in 
full swing and a “desire for a 
change” appeared to be sufficiently 
strong and widespread to make 
Cox’s fight a severe uphill affair. 
_Up to a week ago Cox seemed to 
have made a vigorous, but Iineffec- 
tive, fight on the odds against him. 
During the last week, however, 
both his persénal efforts: and the 
efforts of his campaign organization 
behind him have been vastly more 
effective. For that reason, at this 
writing, it might well be said that 
the republican campaign had 
reached ‘thigh tide, with some sub- 
surface indications of ebbing. *The 
republican task, therefore, is ob- 
viously to see that nothing hap- 


| pens to rob the party of its present 


margin of safety, while the demo- 
cratic strategy will be devoted to 
regaining ground that thus _ far 
might seem to be lost. 

In attempting to regain this 
ground it may be said on unques- 
tionable authority that President 
Wilson will bend every effort’ in 
Cox’s behalf. However dubious the 
campaign may have looked to the 


white house heretofore, it is the 
president's view that future events 
will change the complexion. 
Like Taft-Bryan Campaign. 
Thus far the campaign has born 
a marked resemblance to the situa- 
tion in the Taft-Bryan campaign of 
1908. In that campaign Taft held 
a dominant position which assured 
-him of victory a month before elec- 
tion day. Then, as now, all news 
coming into republican headquar- 
ters four weeks before the finish 
was that a landslide was impend- 
ing for the G. O: P. When the vote 
was counted only gixt¢en states ouf 
of the then forty-six gave Bryan 
their electoral vote. Missouri went 


republican; Maryland gave one of 
its nine electoral votes to Taft, and 
Colorado, Nebraska and Nevada 
were the only northern states to 
stay out of the republican columa. 

But in that campaign Bryan had 
exhausted all of his resources, was 
personally winded before he hit the 
last month stretch. This year Cox 
is quite the contrary. As he comes 
eastward his appeal would seem to 
be growing in effectiveness and 
some of the strongest resources he 
has in individuals and money are 
just beginning to make their ap- 
pearance in the campaign. 

In addition he has local situations 
in various states which tend to fa- 
vor him—states that in\1908 were 
republican. The republican leaders 
admit that Montana, Colorado and 
Navada are doubtful, and while In- 
diana and Ohio might be expected 
to go republicn, there is a situation 
unfavorable to the G. O. P. in the 
former state, and Cox has always 
been an effective campaigner in 
his home state. Therefore, what 
may happen in these two great 
commonwealths. cannot be forecast 
until. both candidates have had an 
opportunity to go over them in the 
fashion they plan. 

But, as has ‘been. repeatedly 
stated in these dispatches, if Cox 
fs to in, there is vast organiza- 
tion work to be done in territory 
which now threaten losses. Even 
letters from Texans of both par- 
ties declare that an unprecedented 
anti-democratic vote will be polled 


the plurality. Republicans believe 
they have a fighting chance in Mis- 
souri, and Tobe Hert, the repub- 
lican leader in Kentucky, declares 
emphatically that Kentucky will go 
republican. His forecasts’ there, 
however, are not borne out by im- 
partial observers. Senator Beckam, 
democrat, appears likely to be de- 
feated for re-election by a repub- 
lican, but the state at this writing 
seems likely to remain in the dem- 
ocratic column for the national 
ticket. 


Maryland and West Virginia. 


Maryland and West Virginia, 
both of which Harding has just vis- 
ited, present doubtful situations. 
In Maryland it seems to be the 
general impression that Senator 
Smith. democrat, will be re-elected, 
but that Harding now has the edge 
for the presidential vote. Some of 
my informers have placed Harding’s 
possible plurality as high as 15,- 
000 to 20,000. The city of Balti- 
more, in a measure, controls the 
political outcome of Maryland and 
State elections. In the spring of 
1919 Baltimore elected a republican 
mayor by 10,000 majority. In the 
fall of the same year a democratic 
candidate, Ritchie, lost the coun- 
ties of Maryland, but won the 
gubernatorial election by 185 votes 
when the city of Baltimore turn- 
ed his way ovérwhelmingly. Thus 
fat this year the business men of 
Baitimore appear to be largely for 
Smit and Harding, although the 
wet Issue is still a figure and might 
influence the city vote away from 
Harding before the campaign is 
over. 

In West Virginia labor is for 
Cox and his chances for that state 
are further enhanced by the pos- 
sibility of Ambassador John W. Da- 
vis, who is very popular there, do- 
ing effective work in behalf of the 
league of nations and the demo- 
cratic candidate. As things stand 
now the democratic chance is only 
a fighting one, although the party 
is Well organized and is doing very 
effective work. 

It. is to be seen, therefore, that 
Cox is not only fighting for doubt- 
ful ground, but also is fighting in 
states where in past elections the 
democrats have been in the major- 
ity most of the time. All of which 
points to the difficulty of his task 
during the four weeks remaining 
for. him to attempt to overcome 
Harding’s lead.

He 
had been asked if the league did not 
legalize such traffic. 

“Oh; my friend,” he answered,

After an automobile 
through cheering Oklahoma City 
crowds, the goyernor was given a 
roaring welcome at the state fair 
grounds, where several thousand 
persons joined in an ovation when 
the candidate was introduced by 
Governor Robertson. 

“Big business” was flayed again 
by the government, who reiterated 
that it was seeking to ehange the 
federal reserve act. , 

The governor. advocated rmers 
on important government boards 
and promised regulation of farm- 
ers and the cold storage interests. 

Urging a league_.as a means of 
stabilizing world trade, Governor 
Cox referred to lowered prices of 
cotton and other Oklahoma pred- 
ucts. Denouncing profiteers, the 
speaking also declared that he fa- 
vored prevention of “gambling in 
food necessities.” 

Mention of President Wilson's 
name, in praise of his league ef- 
forts, evoked an outburst of ap- 
plause, spectatogs on the stage and 
several hundred in the audience ris- 
ing and> cheering.

Regarding the argument that 
Americans would be impressed into 
foreign service in European con- 
flicts, the governor reiterated that 
congress only possesses the power 
to declare war. 

The governor invited and received 
several questions on the league. One 
inquired whether the Japanese-Cal- 
ifornia land dispute would be taken 
into the league and “away from our 
jurisdiction.” The governor replied 
in the negatiye, stating that~the 
league and also the Hitchcock fres- 
ervations provided “that the league 
shall have nothing to do in our in- 
ternal affairs.”

Washington, October 1.—Accep- 
tance by China of a proposal from 
the Russidn bolshevik authorities 
that they formally renounce al] 
rights and concessions previously 
exercised by the ‘Russian govern- 
ment in China, has prompted the 
State department to open informal 
negotiations with otheg powers 
looking to concerted action in op- 
position to such .a course. 

Actuated by the principle 
down in the American note to 
Italian ambassador; that all “de, 
cisions of vital importance” to the 
interests of Russia should be held 
in abeyance until a recognized gov- 
ernment is restored there, the state 
department also has inquired of the 
Chinese government informally as 
to the nature of the impairment of 
Russian rights in China involved. 

Officials did not state today what 
nations had been approached by 
the American government as to the 
matter, but it is assumed that 
Great Britain, France, Italy 
Japan were among them. It § is 
understood that negotiations with 
Pekin, are being conducted through 
Minister Crane. 

Action was taken here upon the 
receipt from Mr. Crane of an of- 
ficial mandate issued September 23 
by the Chinese ‘government sus- 
pending all Russian rights’ in 
China and requesting the withdraw- 
al of all diplomatic and ‘consular 
representatives of the former 
Kerensky government, by whom 
Russia has been represented since 
the overthrow of the czar. The 
Russian soviet government last 
April, in a note to the.Chinese gov- 
ernment, renounced all rights and 
Special privileges previously ob- 
tained from China by Russia, in- 
cluding the boxer indemnty of ap- 
proximately $3,325,000 a year.

Subscriptidhs Coming In. 

Subscriptions already have begun 
to arrive at the headquarters in the 
having been sent by 
individuals who have become inter- 
ested in the advertising project. It 
was announced by Governor Dorsey 
that every subscription received 
will be credited to the quota of 
the county from which it comes. 

It is beliéved that the 20,000 
pledge. cards will bring in volun- 
tary subcriptions of at least~ $100,- 
000, or a third of the rund required, 
leaving $200,000. to be raised by the 
county committees now at work all 
over the state.

| Market News and Views | 
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Virginia Banker 
Sees NoAlarming 
Trade Symptoms 


Only Necessary to Exer-. 
cise Good Judgment at 
Present Time to Tide 
Over Existing Condi- 
tions. 


Commenting on the general trade 
and credit situation, John M. Miller, 
Jr., president ef the First National 
Bank of Richmond, Richmond, Va., 
has addressed the following letter 
to the bank’s correspondents and 
other friends of the bank: 

“In view of the: financial condi- 
tions at this time and the circum- 
stances surrounding the cotton and 
tobacco crops, it will be necessary 
for all of the banks throughout the 
cotton and tobacco sections, as well 
as the correspondents of those 
banks, to give most careful con- 
sideration to the orderly and intel- 
ligent handling of the situation. 

‘“A& very large volume of money 
has been invested in the making of 
tne two crops and the prices ob- 
taining at this time are considera- 
bly less than was anticipated when 
the crops were being made. 

“The low price of foreign ex- 
change, together with the inability 
of the foreign buyers to pay for 
their customary requirements of 
the two crops, naturally results in 
a smaller demand than usual, and 
in consequence lower prices. 

“The world will need our cotton 
and tobacco, but it appears unable 
to buy and pay for it just now. It 
would seem, therefore, that both 
cotton and tobacco should be mar- 


keted gradually rather than be 
forced in great volume on a mar- 
ket unable to comfortably absorb 
it at fair prices. 
“Maturing obligations 
promptly met in order to keep the 
wheels of commerce turning. Sacri- 
rices, if necessary, must “be made 
to accomplish this. Only in this 
way will it be practicable for the 
banks of the cotton and tobacco 
sections and their correspondents to 
continue furnishing accommoda- 
tions in satisfactory manner. If 
notes and accounts are met prompt- 
ly the banks referred to will doubt- 
less be in position to loan back to 
the respective communities consid- 
erable sums with which to carry 
cotton and tobacco in reasonable 
quantities for a reasonable time and 
for a reasonable price. It is man- 
ifest that these commodities can 
not be carried for an unreasonable 
time. Along in February and March 
the bulk of these carried commodi- 
ties must be disposed of in order 
that the banks mentioned may col- 
lect and be prepared to, re-loan to 
tHe respeciive communities during 
the spring and summer months for 
the making of the 1921 crops. | 
“We have heard much criticism 
from various sources of the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank. Nearly all of 
it, we think, is based on misin- 
formation. Under our old banking 
laws national banks were prohibit- 
ed from bofrowing by bills paya- 
ble and rediscounts an amount in 
excess of their capital and surplus 
combined, while under our present 
federal reserve laws, many banks 
are borrowing from_ two to five 
times their combined capital and 
surplus. This liberality has been 
brought about by the federal re- 
serve system. 

‘“The south has borrowed more 
liberally from the fedéral reserve 
hanks than any other section. On 
September 17, the federad ‘reserve 
hanks of Dallas, Atlanta, Richmond, 
St. Louis and Kansas City—all 
dealing very largely with the cotton 
and tobacco sections of our coun- 
try—were borrowing $147,000,000 
from the federal reserve banks of 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland and 
San Francisco, showing conclusive- 
lv that the federal reserve banks 
of the south and southwest were 
not only loaning to their member 
hanks all of their own loanable 
funds, but in addition $147,000,000 
of money from the other sections 
named. 

“Certainly the south has been 
treated with the greatest liberal- 
ity. We feel the south should re- 
alize that a period of adjustment of 
prices is at hand, and promptly ad- 
dress itself to hard and intelligent 
work and greater economy to meet 
the conditions confronting it.

~ TO PUSH CAFE PROBE 


Restaurant Men and Patrons 
Showing Great Interest, 
in Plan. 


The proposal ‘made Thursday by 
Councilman Al Martim to cut the 
prices in his own cafe, which has 
just been opened, and to ask coun- 
cil to create an investigation com- 
mittee to look into the prices 
charged the public by the cafes and 
restaurants, with the idea in view 
of securing reduction, created the 
greatest of interest in Atlanta 
Friday among restaurant proprie- 
tors and their patrons. Mr. Mar- 


tin has deéeclared#his intention of 
vigorously pushing his resolution in 
council at the next meeting. 

Some of the restaurant men in- 
terviewed Friday declared that a 
substantial reduction in prices at 
this -time could not be expected. 
Others were of the opinion that the, 
prices on some commodities could 
be reduced. 

Chris Mastragos, one of the pro- 
prietors of the Arcade cafe, one of 
the largest eating places in the 
city, : which is located at Five 
Points, declared that his firm would 
welcome an opportunity to make a 
sweeping cut, but explaining that as 
his restaurant served only the high- 
est class meats and other food items 
he said that a substantial reduc- 
tion at this time would be out of 
thé question. 

Thornton’s Position. 


‘There is no essential difference 
between Mr. Martin and myself,” 
said E. L. Thornton, proprietor of 
Thornton’s cafeteria and head of 
the Atlanta Caterers’ association, 
as well as vice president of the 
National Stewarts’ association, “ex- 
cept that I am not able to run my 
cafeteria six months or six days 
without a profit, even if he is able 
to do so. He is on the right line, 
however, and he‘ will have my 
heartiest co-operation as far as I 
can go.” 

Mr. Thornton explained that 
prices on some of the popular food 
commodities could be reduced, while 
others could not. He went into de- 
tail, givine the articles of food 
that could be reduced, placing many 
items in the above category. 

“Tf Councilman Martin’s investi- 
gating committee can help us to 
bring down the wholesale prices it 
will be a great help to the bnying 
public and we will gjve him all the 
support in our power,” he said. 

Inquiries at one or more of the 
big chain restaurants, the charges 
at which are subject to revision in 
some other city, did not develop 
anything concerning the proposal 
to cut the prices on their menu 
cards, 
Several of the prominefit hotels 
also were called regarding the pro- 
posal to cut prices in their cafes 
and dining rooms, but no state- 
ments were given out. 


Have Made Reductions. 


Childs’ hotel, located on South 
Broad street, which changed man- 
agement Friday from S. Bigler to 
Basil & Co.. announced that tn tak- 
ing over the restaurant the pro- 
prietors had reduced the prices on 
the menu \cards something like 30 
per cent. 

“We have made what reductions 
we could under the circumstances,” 
said Mr. Basil, “and would like to 
make more, but the cost of the food 
we serve makes any sweeping re- 
duction at this time:simpossible. 

Councilman Martin, who repre- 
sents the second ward in council, 
believes that relief -should come 
through a reduction on the nart of 
wholesale merchants. and he he- 
lieves that an investigating com- 
paras will have a beneficial ef- 
ect.

Europe Behind U. S. 
In Advertising Way 
Says Massengale 


“The countries in Euorpe have 
far to go before they catch up with 
us In advertising,” stated 6t. Elmo 
Massengale, president of the Mas- 
cengale Advertising Agency of At- 
lanta, who has recently returned 
from a three months’ tour of. Eng- 
land, Scotland, Belgium, France. 
Switzerland and Italy. “England is 
the most progressive of the coun- 
tries which I visited from an ad- 
vertising standpoint.” 

“France lags behind England ‘in 
advertising a declared Mr. 
Massengale, “and their way of do- 
ing things is very different. For 
instance, one large organization 
controls the space in all the daily 
papers, and the space allowed an 
individual] is limited and the prices 
are very high. There is no ergan- 
ization of advertising men such as 
we have in this country. 

“In Italy advertising conditions 
were rather in a state of chaos 
due to labor troubles and political 
unrest. 

‘In. London I had the pleasure of 
calling on the Hon. harles E. 
Higham, M.'P., an advertising agent, 
who will attend the convention of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World to .\be held in Atlanta 
in 1921. I also secured promises 
from other prominent advertising 
men in England and on e conti- 
nent to attend this conference. 

In speaking of the crop condi- 
tions, Mr. Massengale said that he 
found the crops of England and 
Scotland almost ruined by the heavy 
rains, but that weather had been 
favorable in Belgium, Fratice, Switz- 
erland and Italy, where there are 
bumper crops. 

Regarding railroad accommoda- 
tions, Mr. Massengale stated that 
he was “agreeably surprised at the 
splendid service and especially the 
dining car service to be found ev- 
erywhere except in Italy, where the 
government is operating the lines 
upon emergency basis. 

“England is the only country 
which still exists upon war rations,” 
stated the speaker, “only a limited 
amount of sugar and butter being 
served and no cream. Elséwhere 
food seemed about normal, except 
in Italy, where we found the most 
delicious fruit which I have ever 
eaten. 

The interview was concluded by 
Mr. Massengale with the statement, 
“The more I traveled in Europe the 
more thankful I became that I lived 
in the United States, and especially 
in the south, and particularly in At- 
lanta.”

Washington, October 1.—‘“In the 
name of the American army that 
fought in France,” General Persh- 
ing today accepted the award of 
the medaille militaire, the highest 
military decoration within the gift 
of the French government.

~ Reidsville,.N. C.. October 1.—As- 
serting that the republican party 
did not “win” contro] of the sen- 
ate in 1918, but “bought it.” Secre- 
tary Daniels declared in an address 
here today that “never before have 
the hopes and desires of the Amer- 
ican people been frustrated by pur- 
chase of contro] in the senate,’ 

The republican majority is “to- 
day out on sail,” Mr. Daniels said. 
adding that “as soon as the su- 
preme court acts it will be in the 
penitentiary.” : 

“But for the purchase of a seat 
in the senate from Michigan,” the 
secretary declared, “the republicans 
could not have organized the sen- 
ate, could not have packed the for- 
eign relations committee against 
any reduction of taxes, and could 


not have packed the other commit- 
tees against any legislation look- 
ing to the reduction of the cost of 
living. By eans of this slender 
and corrupt majority, every meas- 
ure looking to world peace and 
world stability and national devel- 
opment has been frustrated.” 

Mr. Daniels scored what he de- 
scribed as the “do-nothing” record 
bof republicans during their control 
ef congress, declaring they had 
been “recreant to their promises” 
to readjust war taxes and reduce 
the cost of living, although they 
had held the ‘.absolute power” to 
do this for two years. But for 
these promises, “since repudiated,” 
@nd the fact that “four million 
young men serving their country 
in war could not vote,” the repub- 
licans never would have secured a 
majority in»the house, the Secre- 
tary asserted.

“This is a representative repub- 
lic government ruled by the major- 
ity as expressed at the polls or tn 
the laWs formulated by elected 
representatives, and it is not with- 
in the rights of any officer of that 
government to lightly ser aside the 
will of the people as so éxpressed; 
but I.may say that I am opposed 
to.the re-establishmént of the traf- 
fie in intoxicating liquors, and will 
use. whatever influence or power I 
possess to prevent suth re-estab- 
lishment.” \ 

Governor Cox, in a telegram just 
recéived by Mr. Poling, said: 

ee recognize the eighteenth 
amendment as a definite part .of 
the constitution. and the laws 
enacted thereunder will be observ- 
ed and enforced.”

Hartford; Conn., October 1.—Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, .republican leader of the 
senate, in an address here tonight 
attacked the leadership of. Presi-

“A hostile senate,” he said, “did 
not help any administration, and 
that he felt sure that Harding and 
Coolidge would be elected and that 
they sheuld be given ‘a larger 
working majority in the senate, a4 
much abused and on the whole a 
rather powerful body.’”
